AN AGREEMENT CITED. 

Before the completion of the hotel, 
or about March 10, 1903, the peti- 
tioner alleges, Herman Oclrichs en- 
tered into an agreement with Mrs. 
Vanderbilt whereby she received $59,- 
000 and then $112,500 in full par- 
ment of her interest in the bonds. 

In May, 1908, Charles Oclrichs re- 
cites, Theresa Oclrichs and her hus- 
band entered into a financial settie- 
ment between themselves, cach re- 
leasing the other from financial obli- 
gation between them. In this settle- 
ment, it is alleged, Herman (Oclirichs 
took over his wife's interest in the 
railroad bonds, and the petitioner 
enumerates a list of securities alleged 
to have been given her. 

On September 10, 1906, Herman 
Oceirichs diced in New York and his 
estate wae probated there. His will 
named his brother Charles as resid- 
vary legatee, and it is under this 
clause of the testament the claim is 
made to the bank deposits.

The 
Duke's aide, Col. Lowther, who came 
with him from New York, and the 
staff from the British Embassy, were 
presented to Mr. Taft. Following 
the formal reception, tea was served 
in the red-room of the White House 
by Miss Helen Taft. 

The Duke chatted with all the 
President's guests, but spent much of 
his time talking with Mr. Taft and 
Secretary Knox. 

The President's return call at the 
Embassy was most informal. Only 
Maj. Butt accompanied him, and he 
was received in the drawing-room, 
where his Royal Highness talked with 
the President about twenty minutes. 
The President walked back to the 
White House. Tonight Mr. Taft was 
the guest of Postmaster-Gencral 
Hitchcock at a Cabinet dinner, and 
the Duke was the guest of Ambassa- 
dor Bryce at a dinner at the Bm- 


midnight to visit-the National Press 
Club. 

AT THE PRESS CLUB. 
At the press club the Duke made 
the first and only public speech of his 
visit to the United States. On being 
introduced to the assembled newspa- 
per men, he said: 

“I assure you it is a pleasure to 
meet you gentlemen who hold posi- 
tions of such influence in this coun- 
try. I hope you will always use it 
for the good of the world. I hope 
also that England and the United 
States will be always the best of 
friends for the good of the world.” 

The visitor, who was accompanied 
by Ambassador Bryce, had been as- 
sured that his visit to the press club 
would be informal. He was received 
with an uproarious welcome and see- 
ing some members smoking, turned 
to the nearest, “I'm glad to see that 
this really is informal,” he said. 
“May I ask for a cigarette?’ 

He chatted with the members for 
some time and then signed his name 
in the guest book. He did not use 
his title, but jotted down: “Arthur, 
Governor-General of Canada.” 

The Duke reached Washington at 
4:18 p.m. and the Union Station was 
well filed with spectators. ‘Three 
White House eutomobiles were wait- 
ing, and the visitor and the aides, and 
the attache of the Embassy were tak- 
en to the Embassy.

House and back four troops of cavalry 
formed an escort of honor.

rived at Phelps’s home, Monroe 
Bridge, at daybreak and, when no

The seal of 
the instrument was proved, upon tn- 
vestigation, to be an imitat'o. made 
with red paint, but sufficien'ly well 
executed as to pass muster at the local 
health office where the document ap- 
parently was countersigied by Dep- 
* Clerk Shea on February 1, 

When: asked how he cbtained the 
alleged forged instrument under which 
he has operated since July 14, 1900, 
Tom Shee Bin replied that he had 
received it- from 8am L. Waller, 
Ph. G., the former Secretarv of the 
State Board of Pharmacy, and ‘hat 
he was not aware of any irregularity in 
the issuance of the certificate. He ad- 


in exchange for the license and said 
he acted as Waller's physician at the 
time the instrument was delivered into 
his hands. 

H. M. Sale of this city, whose name 
appears as one of the board members, 
asserted last night that the certificate 
had never been issued with the knowl- 
edge of the board and intimated that 
it had been sold for a good price by 
someone having access to a genuine 
certificate. “Two of the members of 
the board at the time the document 
is supposed to have been issued were 
involved in criminal proceedings and 
I believe that the certificate held by 
Tom Shee Bin was one of those sold 
during the regime of these men of 
whom I speak,” said Sale.

BEGINS TODAY. 


Democratic .Tariff Revision 
Bill Reaches House. 
Committee Agrees by Strict 
Party Division.

WOOL SCHEDULE READY. 

That the Democrats have practi- 
cally completed the wool schedule 
was disclosed when Representative 
Payne moved that “schedule K. as 
drawn by Mr. Underwood and his 
colleagues,” be redrafted to conform 
with the report of the tariff board, 
submitted in December. This mo- 
tion was lost, also by a straight party 
vote.

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 25.—Five 
explosions in Kansas City, Mo., all 
directed against iron-works contrac- 
tors who employed men on an open- 
shop basis, were investigated by the 
Federal grand jury 
police officials of Kansas 
are said to have learned facts rela- 
tive to the identity of the dynamiters. 

Only one of the explosions—that of 
August 23, 1910, when a bridge was 
damaged—is credited to Ortie 
Manigal. Evidence that one subse- 
quent explosion and three previous 
ones were arranged by men other 
than McManigal and the McNamara 
brothers is said to have been given 
the jury. 

It was also shown that Kansas City 
figured in the dynamiters’ scheme to 
heve explosions in distant cities on 
the same day, for the-blowing up of 
a viaduct there July. 26, 1909, was 
simultaneous with the wrecking by 
dynamite of a bridge in Steubenville, O. 

DIRECTED BY WIRE. 

The destruction of both was de- 
clared to have been directed from In- 
dianapolis by telegraph, the readiness 
of the men at Steubenville and Kan- 
sas City being announced through a 
code message. 

Carl Carson, a liveryman who 
rented vehicles in which J. J. Mec- 
Namara and his “dynamite crew” 
made trips to Muncie, Ind., ‘where 
quantities of dynamite and  nitro- 
giycerine were kept. also testified. 
Hundreds of pounds of explosives, to 
be transported in suit cases to various 
cities, were said by McManigal to 
have been carried to and from Mun- 
cle in buggies. 

Leo M. Rappaport, attorney for the

‘OBJECT OF NEW ALLIANCE. 


ISHOP, Jan. 25.—f[ usive Dis- 
patch.) The Alli- 
ance of America, a national or-

vention by way of Beaumont, Ban- 
ning, Mecca and Brawley; and that 
we hereby pledge our united sup- 
port for its completion. 
“Resolved, that this convention 
requests the Supervisors of the nine 
gouthern counties in California to 
reconsider their action § in «request- 
ing the State Highway Commission 
to build a State Highway from San 
Diego to El Centro, and instead to 
recommend and request tne building 
of a State highway from Los Angeles 
by way of Colton, Bannmng and Mecca 
to El Centro, the county seat of Im- 
perial county.” 

THE PHOENIX RESOLUTION.

It was 11 o'clock when the conven- 
tien convened, with John 8 Mitch- 
ell as temporary chairman. 
introduced by President Slauson of 
ithe Chamber of Commerce. Chair- 
man Mitchell explained that the con- 
vention had been called by the Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce at the 
request of civic bodies of various 
towns for the purpose of taking ac- 
tion recommending the building of a 
State highway from Los Angeles to 
Ei Centro, the same to form a part of 
the national ocean-to-ocean road. 

James G. Stafford was named as 
temporary secretary, after which the 
following Credentials Committee was 
appointed: Percy H. Clark, Los An- 
geles, chairman: Walter Brookings, 
Riverside; Stephen Kelley, San Ber- 
nardino: W. H. Truitt, Pomona; W. 
A. Freemire, Ontario; W. L. Peters, 
Riverside; C. 0. Barker, Banning: F. 
RB. Harris, Mecca; (. J. Parks, Braw- 
ley; Supervisor Kh. H. Clark, Fl Cen- 
tro, and A. lL. Bertonneau, Pasadena. 

It was 3:30 o'clock when the com- 
mittee reported, recommending seat- 
ing 144 delegates, limiting each city 
and town to three. A fight was started 
to have the delegates from half a 
dozen towns eliminated on the theory 
that they were not included in the 
original call issued by the Chamber 
of Commerce, or because they had no 
direct interest in the proposed high- 
way. There was a lively and pro- 
tracted discussion, but the convention 
finally adopted the report as pre- 
sented by Chairman Clark of th» 
(Credentials Committee. Carl Me-' 
Stay of Los Angeles was made per- 
manent chairman of the convention, 

The real business of the convention 
was precipitated when J. B. Gill of 
Ban Bernardine introduced a reso- 
lution recommenoaing the establish- 
ment of a State highway from Los 
Angeles to Fl Centro by way of Beau- 
mont and Banning, and that the ques- 
tion of route east of Beaumont be 
settled by delegates residing east of 
Banning, and that part of the route 
west of Ranning be left to delegates 
between Los Angeles and Banning. 

Percy H. Clark offered as a sub- 
atitute resolution, recommending the 
building of a State road from Los 
Angeles to the county seat of Im- 
perial county, along the route adopted 
by the Phoenix convention—by way 
of Beaumont, Banning, Mecca and 
Brawley—from Beaumont to Los An- 
geles by the most practical route. 

The introduction of this resolution 
served to sidetrack the feature of the 
situation inviting a controversy.

twenty-eight places offered. 

The decision comes as the result of 
several months of careful figuring on 
the part of the trustees, and much 
agitating on the part of citizens in 
many localities. It has been the main 
topic in local educational circles ever 
since the Legislature last May appro- 
priated $100,000 for the purchase of 
new grounds for the school. After 
having considered all sites offered, the 
choice of the trustes rested between 
three pleces when they convened yes- 
terday afternoon. One of those seri- 
ously considered was a twenty-acre 


and a half acre tract on Sunset boule- 
yard, adjoining Echo Park, was an- 
other, but the owners wanted $147,- 
000, and the extra $47,000 was not in 


sight. 
NEAR THE CAR LINES. 

The site selected is bounded on the 
north by Willowbrook avenue, on the 
south by Monroe street, on the east 
by Vermont avenue, and on the west 
by Park avenue. The tract is 1255 by 
805 feet, and the trustees hold an 
option on nine lots adjoining it on the 
northwest, which, if purchased, will 
give the school an additional acre. 

The tract is one bleck from the 
Colegrove cur line, one block from 
the Heliotrope drive line, and two 
blocks from the Temple-street line. 
The cross-town life on Vermont ave- 
nue will pass in front of the property 
if extended northward. Those com- 
ing from the southern part of the city 
can transfer to the Heliotrope line. 

The site was offered by a syndicate 
headed by €. T. Crowell. The syndi- 
cate will be paid $100,000 for the 
place, which ts known as the Sullivan 
property. It is near the site recently 
purchased by the city for a splendid 
girls’ high school. 

REASONS FOR SELECTION. 
The following fifteen reasons were 
= by the trustees for selecting the 
site: 

(1.) The tith to the property can 
be furnished without any legal dif- 
ficulties in the nature of condemna- 
tion proceedings or other delays. 

(2.) Of the more desirable sites 
this has the largest acreage—the 
school will need immediately for its 
buildings and other purposes the larg- 
est site avalilable. 

(3.) The site is nearly level: there 
is no more unevenness of surface than 
will be advantageous in laying off the 
grounds for’ the best effects in land- 
scape gardening. 

(4.) The soil is excellent—trich and 
easily worked. 

(5.) There are many large trees on 
the tract. These will furnish shade 
and add to the beauty of the place 
until new trees can be grown. 

(6.) It is a region of rapidly in- 
creasing population. This will insure 
sufficient supply of children for the 
training school and places of resi- 
dence for the students. 

(7.) Reasonable restrictions on all 
surrounding property insure a good 
class of residences, while not prohibit-

According to a member of the firm 
of R. A. Rowan & Co.. the sale of the 
Bilicke property 1s the first of a series 
of deals in the same vicinity, which 
will aggregate $1,675,000, and which 
will be closed within a few weeks. 
The identity of the prospective pur- 
chasers is carefully concealed, but it 
is intimated that the two eastern men 
who bought the property at Fifth and 
Main streets yesterday may be the 
principal purchasers.

CRUELTY OFFICERS SPAT. 


Rival Associations for Protection of

The sporadic trouble between the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals and the United States Pro- 
tective Association came to an acute 
crisis yesterday when Justice Freder- 
ickson announced that he would 
make an official investigation of the 
contemtp of court charge preferred 
by the former against the latter. 

It is alleged by Supt. Zimmer and 
Officer Fullerton, of the former so- 
ciety, that men in the employ of the 
latter held them up and forcibly took 
from them five horses, three of which 
the police judge had ordered killed.

PACIFIC ELECTRIC IS SUED TG 
ENFORCE CONTRACT. 


Is Ob- 
jected to by Railway, Which As- 
serts It Did Not Make Deed With 
All Conditions Alleged. 


A technical point is involved in the 
suit of the Los Angeles Dock and 
Terminal Company against the Pa- 
cifie Electric, which was filed in the 
Superior Court yesterday for alleged 
failure to live up to the terms of a 
contract and judgment for $4000. 

About a year ago the dock com- 
pany made a contract with the Pa- 
cific Electric, then controlled by 
Huntington, by the terms of which 
it gave the Pacific Electric exclusive 
right to lay tracks on land reclaimed 
by the dock company adjoining Long 
Beach. The consideration was $100,- 
000, with a further consideration 
that the tracks should be laid so ag 
to be convenient to purchasers of 
lots in the tract. 

Certain rates were stipulated be- 
yond which the Pacific Electric could 
not go. There was a further stipula- 
tion to the effect that in interchange 
of cars the inter change rate would 
be effected with tne same railroad. 

When the Harriman interests took 
over the Pacific Electric, the terms 
of the contract were not favored to 
the same extent that they had been 


iunder the Huntington control, ‘There 


has been paid on the contract all but 
$4000. The suit is to collect this sum 
and also to correct a mistake in the 
contract, it is alleged in the com- 
plaint. 

‘The stipulation tn the contract that 
the deed was to be made conditional! 
on the railway living up to the terms 
of the contract, in regard to freigh*+ 
rates and laying of tracks, is now 
objected to by the Pacific Electric. 
which asserts that it did not make 
the deed with all those conditions.
